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PREFACE 

In  printing  the  first  volume  the  material  was  divided 
equally  to  make  two  volumes.  But  so  much  new  mate¬ 
rial  has  come  in  that  the  manuscript  had  to  be  entirely 
revised  and  the  result  is  two  large  volumes  instead  of 
one  even  with  considerable  compression. 

The  Family  is  fortunate  in  having  again  had  the  serv¬ 
ices  of  General  Bingham  to  carry  out  this  arduous  labor 
in  the  painstaking  manner  characteristic  of  all  his  work. 

These  two  volumes  complete  the  publication  of  data 
on  hand  at  the  time  of  revision  but  new  material  is  still 
coming  in.  No  further  volume  is  in  contemplation  but 
supplementary  pages  will  be  supplied  to  members  of  the 
Association  from  time  to  time  as  the  record  grows. 

Of  course,  the  printing  of  so  much  new  material  has 
proved  quite  an  unexpected  financial  burden  upon  the 
Association  but  this  is  more  than  offset  by  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  know  about  so  many  fine  cousins  in  whom  we 
may  have  a  justifiable  pride.

History 

Silas  Bingham  (1006)  lived  first  at  Tinmouth,  Rutland  Co., 
Vt. ;  then  at  Redstone,  Fayette  Co.,  Pa. ;  and  after  May  1,  1796, 
within  two  miles  of  Athens,  O.,  in  the  Hocking  River  Valley’ 
with  his  brother  Jabez  (1002)  and  his  widowed  sister  Achsah 

Everts  (1007).  His  was  one  of  the  first  four  families  that 
settled  in  Athens  Co.,  O.

He  took  part  in  the  Revolution  and  toward  the  close  of  the 
war  commanded  a  company  of  “Green  Mountain  Boys”  as 
captain.  He  was  in  Washington’s  Christmas  march  on  Tren¬ 
ton,  N.  J. 

He  had  great  energy,  stern  integrity,  high  morals  and  was  a 
strict  disciplinarian.  Though  not  a  member  of  any  church,  his 
religion  consisted  in  carrying  out  the  Golden  Rule  and  inculcat¬ 
ing  sound  precepts  of  morality  and  a  firm  adherence  to  prin¬ 
ciple. 

He  was  a  shrewd,  active  business  man  and,  while  not  very 
fond  of  physical  labor  himself,  kept  all  about  him  in  active 
employment.  He  was  a  millwright  and  bridge  builder  by  trade 
and  contributed  materially  to  the  improvement  of  his  section  of 
Ohio  by  the  erection  of  several  mills  and  bridges,  some  of  which 
are  still  extant. 

He  was  marshal  of  his  county  for  several  years. 

He  raised  a  large  family  and  accumulated  an  estate  of  some 
$30,000.00  which  he  conveyed  in  trust  to  his  step-son  Joseph 
Harrold,  for  the  benefit  of  his  youngest  son  Hiram,  who  was 
18  years  old,  at  his  father’s  death. 

But  before  Hiram  came  of  age  Harrold  had  covered  the 
estate  with  debts  to  nearly  its  full  value  and  Hiram  derived 
nothing  from  it.

Graduated  at  Middlebury  College,  Vt.,  in  1816,  and  at  An¬ 
dover,  Mass.,  Theological  Seminary  in  1819.  Was  a  foreign 
missionary. 

Sailed  to  the  Sandwich  Islands,  Oct.,  1819,  in  the  brig  “Thad- 
deus”  and  remained  21  years.  He  preached  the  first  sermon 
ever  delivered  in  Honolulu,  April  25,  1820,  from  the  text  “Fear 
not;  for  behold  I  bring  you  glad  tidings  of  great  joy.”  He 
aided  in  reducing  the  language  to  writing,  translated  much  of 
the  Bible,  composed  books,  hymns  and  tunes,  baptized  a  thou¬ 
sand  converts,  planted  a  church,  planned  and  laid  corner  stone 
of  the  great  “Stone  Church”  in  Honolulu,  June  8,  1839. 

The  Hawaiian  Bible  was  first  published  May  10,  1839. 

Sailed  for  home  Aug.  3,  1840.  Arrived  in  N.  Y.  Feb.  4, 
1841. 

The  above  said  “Stone  Church”  in  Honolulu  was  dedicated 
July  12,  1842. 

He  was  made  Master  of  Arts  by  Yale  College  in  1819. 
Was  a  member  of  the  American  Oriental  Society.  Wrote  a 
history  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  published  in  1847. 

On  the  100th  anniversary  of  his  birth,  a  large  tablet  was 
placed  on  the  facade  of  the  “Stone  Church”  in  Honolulu,  the 
inscription,  containing  many  of  the  above  facts,  being  written 
by  his  son  Hiram  (12455).

History 

Oliver  Sabin  Bingham  was  born  in  Bozrah,  Conn.,  and  came 
with  an  older  brother,  Abiel,  to  Canajoharie,  N.  Y.,  when  six¬ 
teen  years  of  age.  Here  he  afterward  married  and  remained 
until  1820.  He  removed  to  the  “Black  River  Country”  with 
his  wife  and  two  sons,  arriving  after  a  three  days’  tedious  jour¬ 
ney  on  March  4,  1820.  He  settled  in  the  hamlet  of  West  Mar- 
tinsburg,  finding  shelter  in  a  log  cabin  on  the  farm  of  Mr. 
Gaines  Alexander,  located  at  the  corner  of  the  “West”  road 
and  the  road  leading  to  Lowville.  He  afterward  purchased 
land  and  “cleared  off”  a  farm  on  the  West  road  about  one-half 
mile  south  of  West  Martinsburg,  bordered  by  the  creek  flowing 
out  of  Chimney  Point  Gulf.  He  lived  on  this  farm  during  the 
rest  of  his  life.  By  trade  he  was  a  carpenter  and  builder,  and 
some  of  the  dwellings  erected  by  him  were  still  standing  in  good 
preservation  in  1915. 

His  son,  Isaac  S.,  records  under  date  of  January  1,  1858, 
“Of  my  father’s  early  religious  life,  I  know  but  little.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  ‘Free  Will  Baptist’  Church  in  Bowman’s  Creek 
(now  Ames,  N.  Y.).  He  did  not  remove  his  church  connection 
for  many  years,  still  maintaining  an  active  religious  life.  About 
1845,  he  united  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  with 
which  he  had  always  been  in  sympathy,  and  of  which  my 
mother  had  been  a  member  ever  since  the  age  of  13  years.  He 
was  forward  in  all  reforms,  a  pioneer  in  the  temperance  and 
anti-slavery  movements,  and  made  his  piety  eminently  practical. 
He  never  failed  to  maintain  daily  family  prayer  until  his  final 
sickness  incapacitated  him.  His  virtues  were  many  and  his 
faults  few — by  the  grace  of  God.”

Extract  from  a  letter  dated  Marysville,  Cal.,  May  19,  1916, 
from  Atkins  C.  Bingham  (194411),  grandson  of  above  Alex¬ 
ander  (1999),  and  son  of  Nathan  (19493),  to  the  compiler  of 
this  book: 

“I  never  heard  that  Alexander,  my  grandfather,  was  twice 
married.  Hiram  T.  Hutchinson,  of  Bozrah  or  Franklin,  Conn., 
who  married  my  mother’s  sister,  Margaret  Woodworth,  in  1859, 
came  to  Calif,  in  1849  with  my  father,  Nathan  (19493)  ;  and

later  died  in  San  Francisco  about  1906.  Some  few  years  before 
his  death,  I  asked  him  the  direct  question,  ‘What  did  my  grand¬ 
father  Bingham  do  ?’  With  some  hesitation  he  admitted  ‘he  had 
something  to  do  with  the  stage.’ 

"This  solved  an  old  problem  of  my  childhood.  In  the  garret 
of  the  house  I  (Atkins)  was  born  in,  at  Yantic  (Norwich) 
Conn.,  I  found  several  chests  filled  with  women’s  heavy  brocade 
and  silk  dresses ;  wonderfully  high-heeled  shoes ;  army  uni¬ 
forms;  wallets  filled  with  continental  currency;  and  several 
Italian  and  French  books  in  the  original.  I  had  supposed  them 
old  family  relics  but  I  think  how  now  they  were  stage  cos¬ 
tumes. 

“I  had  a  dog  that  lived  till  I  was  eleven  years  old.  The 
puppy  was  born  the  same  day  I  was  and  his  name  was  ‘Beppo.’ 
I  also  had  a  fox  who  was  called  ‘Reynard.’ 

‘T  knew  French  and  Italian  books  did  not  belong  to  the  rela¬ 
tives  I  had  living,  and  I  think  they  were  accumulated  by  my 
grandfather  Bingham  (Alexander  (1999))  who  had  been  in  a 
different  life  from  that  of  Puritan  New  England.  But  he  came 
to  Norwich,  Conn.,  often  enough  to  have  six  children  by 
Susanna  Waterman. 

“I  know  my  father  travelled  in  the  South,  as  I  was  told  of 
a  flirtation  he  had  with  a  Southern  girl,  while  travelling  on  a 
Mississippi  River  steamboat,  before  his  marriage  to  my  mother ; 
and  I  found  among  his  papers  a  letter  she  wrote  him;  and  in 
reply  he  sent  the  notice  of  his  marriage  to  my  mother. 

“I  was  told  my  father  Nathan  (19493)  was  in  Mexico  before 
he  came  to  California,  where  he  arrived  early  in  1849.  He 
returned  to  Norwich,  Conn.,  in  the  latter  part  of  1850  to  his 
wife  and  me  (the  writer,  Atkins  (194411))  with  what  was  then 
considered  quite  a  fortune,  about  $25,000.00. 

“I  do  not  think  my  grandfather  Alexander  (1999)  ever  had 
any  permanent  home  in  Georgia;  and  my  uncles  and  aunts  (his 
children)  were  own  brothers  and  sisters.  So  that  if  he  were 
twice  married,  there  were  no  children  by  first  wife.”

2)  Ripley  Bingham,  of  Marlow,  N.  H.,  was  in  1778  in  Capt. 
Jason  Wait’s  Co.,  of  Col.  Stark’s  regt.  Mustered  at  Wal¬ 
pole,  N.  H.,  in  May,  1778,  18  years  old. 

3)  Ripley  Bingham,  in  1778,  aged  21,  wounded  and  on  sick 
furlough  from  Valley  Forge.  (Alstead  and  Marlow  were 
near  towns  and  he  may  have  lived  in  one  and  enlisted  in  the 
other.  Also,  in  order  to  enlist  he  may  have  lied  about  his 
age  and  residence.) 

4)  Ripley  Bingham,  Jan.  1,  1780,  sergeant  of  3rd  Co.,  1st 
N.  H.  regt. 

The  above  records  seem  to  refer  to  one  and  the  same 
“Ripley,”  though  other  records  seem  to  refer  to  different 
“Ripleys.” 

On  Feb.  25,  1780,  according  to  probate  records,  “Ripley” 
receipted  to  Solomon  Gee  for  his  portion  of  the  estate  of 
his  father,  Abner  (390)  ;  and  so  he  was  probably  then  21 
years  old. 

Marlow,  N.  H.,  records  show  that  there  was  a  Ripley 
Bingham  who  had  land  and  paid  poll  tax  in  Marlow  from 
1793  to  1808,  and  in  1810  and  1811.  (This  may  refer  to 
different  persons,  such  as  father  and  son.) 
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In  1816  a  Ripley  Bingham  was  living  at  Bloomingburg, 
near  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y. 

Marriage 

1)  There  is  a  Marlow,  N.  H.,  record,  date  unknown  (perhaps 
1777),  of  the  marriage  of  Ripley  Bingham  to  Elizabeth 
Mack ,  dau.  of  Rev.  Ebenezer  Mack.

3)  But  George  H.  Bingham,  of  Dunmore,  Pa.,  writes  in  1916, 
that  he  has  the  very  Bible  which  says  that  “Ripley”  (3400) 
mar.  Sept.  2,  1796,  Polly  Davis.  She  was  b.  Jan.  9,  1773, 
and  d.  March  11,  1865.

History 

He  was  a  man  of  energy  and  an  enterprising  and  influential 
business  man.  In  his  22nd  year  he  began  for  himself  on  a  new 
farm  in  Morristown,  Vt. 

He  left  his  father’s  farm  at  Cornish,  N.  H.,  about  June  1, 
1799,  carrying  his  pack  on  his  back  containing  clothes,  an  axe 
and  30  pounds  of  salt  pork.  He  walked,  of  course,  the  entire 
distance  of  90  miles  and  over.  Here  he  began  to  fell  timber 
on  his  land,  a  mile  and  one-half  from  his  nearest  neighbor. 
During  the  28  days  of  his  first  stay  in  Morristown,  rain  fell  on 
26  days. 

In  1800  he  burned  slash,  cleared  it  up,  sowed  wheat,  built  a 
framed  house  and  a  frame  for  a  barn. 

March  1,  1801,  he  married,  as  said  above,  and  soon  after  left 
his  wife  at  Cornish,  took  a  team  and  their  goods  and  again 
went  to  his  new  farm  in  season  for  sugaring.  In  May,  1801, 
his  wife,  in  company  with  her  brother,  started  for  her  new 
home  on  horseback.  At  the  end  of  four  days  ride,  through 
mud  and  over  pole  bridges  and  across  streams  without  bridges, 
at  last,  by  the  aid  of  marked  trees,  she  found  her  home  awaiting 
her. 
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In  1806  he  built  a  saw-mill.  Obtained  a  crank  at  Starks- 
borough,  whence  he  brought  it  home  on  a  dray  or  something  like 
a  sled-tongue,  a  distance  of  50  miles,  carrying  maple  sugar  in 
tubs  hung  across  the  ox-yoke  (perhaps  to  pay  for  it). 

In  1809  he  was  elected  colonel  and  commander  of  militia, 
which  office  he  held  for  several  years. 

In  1812  was  appointed  Justice  of  the  Peace,  which  office  he 
held  until  his  death. 

In  1817  or  1818  was  elected  representative  to  the  State  Legis¬ 
lature,  which  office  he  held  for  11  years. 

He  was  three  times  chosen  as  one  of  the  Censors  of  the  State, 
officers  elected  to  consider  the  propriety  of  making  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  State.

He  was  early  placed  at  Exeter  Academy,  N.  H.,  and  later 
went  to  Dartmouth  College  (grad.  1800),  where  he  was  the 
roommate  and  classmate  of  Daniel  Webster,  who  in  one  of  his 
letters  addresses  him  as  “My  dear  old  classmate,  roommate  and 
friend,”  and  in  another  letter  speaks  of  him  as  “the  friend  of 
my  heart,  the  partner  of  my  joys,  grief  and  affections  and  the 
only  participator  of  my  most  secret  thoughts.” 

In  1802  James  became  a  lawyer  at  Alstead,  N.  H.,  and  in 
1826  at  Claremont,  N.  H.  He  occupied  several  important 
offices  of  trust  in  his  State  and  was  a  member  of  both  houses 
of  the  State  Legislature. 

Later  he  was  an  official  in  Washington  of  the  General  Land 
Office  (Treasury  Dept.).  There  he  lived  for  about  8  years, 
until  his  death,  upon  which  occasion  his  associates  passed  most 
complimentary  resolutions.

History 

Went  to  school,  teaching  at  times  and  studying  for  college. 
In  1818  left  New  Ipswich  Academy  and  in  Sept.,  1818,  entered 
Dartmouth  College.  His  hearing  had  been  impaired  at  an  early 
age  by  scarlet  fever,  hence  in  March,  1819,  he  was  compelled 
to  leave  college  and  was  dismissed  at  his  own  request. 

A  few  years  after,  the  now  well  known  Jonas  Chickering  held 
out  inducements  for  him  to  engage  in  the  manufacture  of 
pianos.  But  the  business  was  then  nearly  untried  in  this  coun¬ 
try  and  Elijah  declined.  They  remained,  however,  constant 
friends  and  correspondents. 

In  March,  1820,  Elijah  entered  the  law  office  of  his  brother, 
James  Henry  (4540),  at  Alstead,  N.  H.,  as  a  student;  and  in 
1825  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  N.  H. 

In  1825  he  made  a  trip  to  Cleveland,  O.,  and  was  in  Buffalo 
in  Oct.,  1825,  when  the  Erie  Canal  was  opened.  While  he  was 
in  Cleveland  at  this  time,  his  brother  Truman  (4545)  died  and 
he  had  to  return  to  Alstead  to  settle  his  brother’s  affairs  at 
Lempster.  This  done,  he  opened  a  law  office  and  was  also 
made  postmaster  at  Lempster  in  succession  to  his  brother. 

In  June,  1826,  he  resigned  this  office  and  removed  to  Alstead 
and  took  over  the  law  office  of  his  brother,  James  Henry,  who 
had  removed  to  Claremont,  N.  H. 

Elijah  remained  at  Alstead  for  several  years,  finally  married

there  and  immediately  after  left  for  Cleveland,  O.,  where  he 
arrived  July  16,  1835,  on  a  Tuesday. 

They  had  traveled  by  stage  from  Bellows  Falls  to  Saratoga — 
train  to  Schenectady — canal  to  Buffalo — steamboat  to  Cleveland. 

At  Cleveland  Elijah  engaged  in  the  flour  and  milling  business 
and  subsequently  (having  purchased  real  estate)  in  agriculture, 
horticulture  and  vineyards.  During  some  of  this  time  he  held 
public  offices. 

Elijah  was  musical  and  played  several  instruments  and  be¬ 
longed  to  several  musical  societies  of  Cleveland.  He  was  nearly 
six  feet  high  and  of  stalwart  frame  and  could  read  without 
glasses,  though  he  generally  wore  spectacles  as  he  was  near¬ 
sighted. 

When  a  young  man,  he  became  a  member  of  the  Congreg. 
Church  in  Alstead  and  in  1835  joined  the  First  Presby.  Church 
in  Cleveland.  In  1844  he,  with  others,  organized  the  Second 
Presby.  Church. 

He  was  made  a  Mason  in  St.  Paul’s  Lodge  at  Alstead,  N.  H. 
Was  elevated  Master  Mason,  Nov.  13,  1823.  Was  Master  of 
the  same  Lodge  in  1824,  1825,  1828  and  1829.  Was  District 
Grand  Master  in  1831  and  1832.

Lawrence,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  In  1833  he  moved  to  Green 
Oak,  Livingston  Co.,  Mich.,  where  he  cleared  and  cultivated 
a  farm  and  had  some  local  practice  in  law  at  the  same  time.  He 
was  postmaster  of  the  town  and  justice  of  the  peace  and  was 
the  first  judge  of  probate  elected  in  the  county. 

When  Michigan  became  a  State  he  was  elected  to  the  legis¬ 
lature  and  was  four  times  re-elected,  being  Speaker  of  the 
House  for  three  terms. 

In  1846  he  was  elected  on  the  democratic  ticket  to  Congress 
and  was  the  only  practical  farmer  in  that  body. 

In  1848  was  re-elected  and  in  the  contest  on  the  slavery 
question  he  opposed  the  extension  of  slavery  into  the  territories 
and  voted  and  worked  for  the  Wilmot  Proviso.  His  record 
on  this  subject  ultimately  separated  him  from  his  party  but 
materially  helped  his  future  success. 

Although  democracy  had  once  committed  itself  in  Michigan 
to  the  support  of  essentially  the  same  principles  that  Mr.  Bing¬ 
ham  advocated,  it  yielded  to  the  claims  of  the  slave  power  and 
Mr.  Bingham  stood  alone  among  the  representatives  from 
Michigan  in  Congress,  in  his  vote  and  work  on  this  subject. 
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It  was  this  work  in  Congress  more  than  anything  else  that 
gave  him  first  the  Free  Democratic  and  afterwards  the  Repub¬ 
lican  nomination  for  Governor  in  1854. 

He  was  twice  elected  Governor.  He  was  largely  instrumental 
in  securing  the  establishment  of  the  Agricultural  College  at 
Lansing,  Mich. 

In  1859  he  was  elected  U.  S.  Senator  but  served  only  two 
years. 

In  Oct.,  1861,  he  was  attacked  with  apoplexy  and  died  sud¬ 
denly  at  his  home  in  Green  Oak,  sincerely  mourned  by  the 
people  of  the  whole  State.

Note  by  F.  F.  Bingham  (33,453,481) 

As  mentioned  under  the  heading  of  John  Clark  Bingham 
(3401)  Elisha  (33510)  with  his  wife  and  one  child  and  accom- 
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panied  by  his  brother  William,  went  over  into  Southern  Can¬ 
ada  in  1811.  When  the  war  of  1812  broke  out,  he  left  his 
family  and  property  and  “slipped  over  to  Vermont.”  His  wife 
and  another  woman  took  their  horse  and  “cutter”  (a  kind  of 
sleigh)  and  with  the  children  reached  the  U.  S.  later  in  safety.  - 
(Letter  of  G.  W.  Terhune,  Garden  City,  Kans.,  Oct.  9,  1904.) 

There  seems  to  be  at  present  no  further  record  of  the  move¬ 
ments  of  this  Elisha  and  his  family. 

The  above  record  of  children  was  secured  by  B.  T.  Bingham 
(3,345,391)  from  Mrs.  Elisha  Bingham,  of  Plainfield,  Ill., 
widow  of  Elisha  Bingham  (334584),  who  was  son  of  Elisha 
Bingham  above  (33510).

Notes  by  F.  F.  Bingham  (33,453,481)  of  Pensacola,  Fla. 

I  can  give  an  illustration  of  the  uncertainty  of  this  kind  of  re¬ 
search.  My  father's  recollection  was  that  this  William  Bing¬ 
ham  (33511)  was  b.  April  4,  1789,  at  “Malone,  N.  H.”  Then 
Michigan  relatives  made  it  April  4,  1790,  at  “Marlow,  N.  H.” 
This  eventually  proved  to  be  correct.  Shortly  after  getting 
the  Michigan  information,  however,  I  learned  of  a  Bible  that  a 
son  of  this  William  Bingham  (33511)  had  owned,  containing  a 
family  record  and  then  in  possession  of  a  grandson  of  this  said 
William,  namely  Benjamin  Thomas  Bingham  (3,345,391)  of 
Chicago,  Ill.  My  brother,  Amos  Reed  Bingham,  Jr.  (33,453,- 
482),  made  a  copy  of  this  record  which  showed  this  William’s 
(33511)  birth,  apparently  in  his  own  handwriting  as  April  4, 
1780. 

It  took  a  great  deal  of  correspondence  to  straighten  this  out, 
which  was  necessary  before  the  Marlow  investigations  could  be 
of  any  use. 

There  is  a  discrepancy  of  one  year  in  the  date  of  his  death 
but  this  is  immaterial. 

This  William  (33511)  was  a  millwright  and  so  skillful  that 
he  could  make  treenails  on  a  stone  without  dulling  his  axe. 

In  1811  he  went  to  Canada  with  his  older  brother  Elisha 
(33510),  who  was  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  one  child. 
They  settled  on  land  that,  tradition  says,  was  bought  for  them 
by  their  father.  William  married  there.  His  wife’s  father, 
Hugh  Fraser  (or  Frasier  or  Wrazer  or  Frazier),  was  a  royalist 
and  tory  who  had  resided  in  Western  New  York  during  the 
Revolutionary  War  and,  at  its  close,  moved  to  Nova  Scotia 
(or  New  Brunswick)  rather  than  remain  under  the  American 
government.  According  to  our  family  traditions,  he  was  a  first 
cousin  of  General  Frasier  of  the  British  army  who  was  killed 
at  the  battle  of  Stillwater,  under  Burgoyne. 
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William  s  wife  Lucretia  had  a  brother,  Simon  Frasier,  after 
whom  she  named  her  third  child  “William  Simon  Bingham.” 

There  seems  to  be  no  settled  spelling  of  the  name  Frasier. 

This  William  (33511)  was  building  a  mill  under  contract 
when  the  war  of  1812  broke  out.  He  was  drafted  into  the 
Canadian  militia,  from  which  he  deserted  at  the  first  oppor¬ 
tunity  and  returned  to  the  U.  S.,  leaving  his  wife  and  child, 
Caroline  Charity  (334590),  named  for  her  grandmother,  in 
Canada.  They  followed  about  a  year  later,  very  likely  coming 
with  Mrs.  Elisha  Bingham  (his  brother)  and  her  children. 
This  William  and  his  family  then  remained  in  Vermont  for  a 

year  or  two,  very  likely  at  Rockingham,  where  his  father  and 
stepmother  were. 

Before  Aug.  26,  1816,  they  moved  to  Canton,  N.  Y. 

Before  Aug.  15,  1819,  they  moved  to  Spring  Creek,  Pa. 
Before  July  4,  1821,  they  moved  to  Bloomfield,  Pa. 

Before  May  17,  1825,  they  moved  to  Busti,  N.  Y. 

Here  a  comparatively  long  stop  was  made,  say  until  after 

June  24,  1832,  this  being  the  date  of  birth  of  their  youngest 
child. 

Sometime  in  1833  the  family  left  Busti,  N.  Y.,  and  settled 
in  Woodstock,  Lenawee  Co.,  Mich.,  where  this  William  entered 
land.  This  land  was  sold  in  1852-3  and  the  family  moved  to 
Ovid  Township,  Branch  Co.,  Mich.,  where  William  purchased 
160  acres  of  land. 

At  the  same  time,  one  of  his  sons,  William  Simon  Bingham 
(334592),  purchased  80  acres  nearby. 

William  (33511)  sold  60  acres  to  his  son-in-law,  Cary  Reed; 
50  acres  to  his  son,  Elisha  (334593)  ;  and  the  remaining  50 
acres  he  turned  over  to  his  son  Harvey  (334591),  in  return  for 

which  he  and  his  wife  were  taken  care  of  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives. 

This  William  (33511)  was  5  feet,  10.75  inches  tall — heavily 
built— dark  eyes  and  dark  hair.  My  sister  and  I  (33,453,481) 
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take  our  “auburn”  (red)  hair  from  Lucretia  Frasier — all  of 
the  members  of  the  other  intervening  generations  taking  after 
William  (33511),  with  occasional  blue  eyes. 

The  regulation  build  of  our  Binghams  is  heavy  and  more  or 
less  rawboned,  with  no  surplus  flesh.  The  men  5  ft.  10  in.  to  v 
5  ft.  11  in.,  and  160  to  180  pounds*  the  women  about  5  ft.  4 
in.,  and  120  to  130  pounds.

b.  F.  B.  says  no  special  search  has  been  made  for  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  this  John.  Miss  Sarah  Clark  Bingham  (33518) 
thinks  he  died  young.  Record  was  found  at  Marlow  that  on 
March  3,  1806,  there  was  intention  of  marriage  between  John 
Bingham,  Jr.,  of  Marlow,  and  Miss  Juda  Brockway,  of  Wash¬ 
ington  (Sullivan  Co.),  N.  H.,”  but  no  record  was  found  of  the 
marriage  itself.  It  would  appear  that  the  “1806”  is  an  error, 
as  at  that  time  he  would  have  been  only  about  15  years  old. 

In  1810  he  had  a  poll  tax  and  owned  four  acres  of  pasturage. 

In  1811  he  had  no  poll  tax  but  was  still  taxed  on  the  four 
acres  of  land. 

The  inference  from  all  this  is  that  he  died  a  young  man. 
But  my  father  (3,345,400)  had  a  faint  recollection  of  hearing 
of  an  “Aunt  Juda.”  There  was  also  a  second  cousin  of  his, 
Mrs.  Sally  Weathers,  that  he  thought  was  one  of  their  children! 
My  father  thinks  this  John  Bingham,  Jr.,  was  rather  “wild.” 
My  father  wanted  to  name  me  John  but  my  grandfather  ob¬ 
jected,  saying  that  there  had  been  enough  “Johns”  in  the  family. 

Possibly  the  J.  H.  Benton,  of  Washington,  who  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  descendants  of  Abisha  Bingham  (74)  might 
throw  light  on  this  John  Bingham,  Jr.

History 

In  July,  1822,  graduated  from  the  Military  Academy,  Nor¬ 
wich,  A  t.,  now  Norwich  University.  Then  went  to  Frederick 
City,  Md.,  where  he  had  charge  of  a  military  scientific  school, 
called  ‘‘Maryland  Military  Institute/’  for  several  years.  In 
1829  became  principal  of  a  similar  school  at  Oxford,  Granville 
Co.,  N.  Carolina. 

He  had  read  law  in  early  life  and  was  licensed  but  never  prac¬ 
tised.  Preferred  to  take  up  civil  engineering. 

In  1832  built  the  first  railroad  in  N.  C. 

In  1833  went  to  Alabama  and  became  State  Engineer  and 
also  engineer  for  several  railroad  companies.  The  panic  of 
1840  made  him  take  up  farming. 

In  1844  went  to  Arkansas.  In  1847  built  a  750-foot  bridge 
over  the  Washita  River  at  Rockport.  It  was  a  lattice  girder 
and  52  feet  high.  In  1848  was  involved  in  the  building  of  a 
bridge  over  the  Arkansas  River  at  Little  Rock,  but  the  scheme 
failed  and  he  lost  much  money. 

His  wife  now  died  and  he  fell  ill  and  from  1851  to  1855  he 
travelled,  seeking  health. 

In  1856  he  purchased  the  Athens,  Ala.  “Herald,”  a  leading 
paper  of  North  Alabama.  During  the  presidential  canvass  of 
1856  he  worked  for  Buchanan.

In  1858  there  were  signs  of  secession  in  Alabama  and  Mr. 
Bingham,  through  his  paper,  opposed  this  and  all  the  other 
conspiracies  of  the  Democrats. 

When  Lincoln  was  elected  he  gave  up  his  paper  and  returned 
to  farming  in  the  suburbs  of  Athens  during  the  first  two  years  - 
of  the  war.  He  contributed  nothing  to  the  support  of  the  re¬ 
bellion  and  never  voted  after  Alabama  seceded.  He  had  an 
exciting  life  during  the  war  and  many  dangerous  experiences 
from  his  neighbors,  owing  to  his  outspoken  Unionism.  He  was 
nicknamed  “Old  Torch  and  Turpentine.” 

In  1862  he  was  recommended  to  Mr.  Lincoln  for  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Military  Governor  of  North  Alabama.  Captain  Bing¬ 
ham,  as  he  was  then  called,  went  to  Washington  and  held  an 
office  in  the  Treasury  Dept.  Mr.  Lincoln  was  assassinated 
before  the  scheme  to  be  made  Military  Governor  could  be 
accomplished,  although  it  seemed  certain  of  success. 

He  began  a  Bingham  Genealogy  and  compiled  a  great  mass 
of  notes,  which  were  brought  into  shape  by  Walter  F.  Bingham 
(442525)  and  this  present  compilation  is  based  on  the  work 
of  both  these  members  of  the  family.
